| started modeling more than 10 years ago but I'm 
only 2 years in the latex modeling scene. | don't 
think Hl ever do anything else than latex modeling 
but you never know. | also have a normal job as a 
florist because it's not possible for me to live only 
from modeling work. And | love flowers too. 


Do you prefer shoot in outdoors or indoors? 
| prefere the outdoors shoots because there is 
much more variation. Every loca-tion is different 
and | like to show my outfits in public places. Im 
not afraid to wear my most crazy outfits outside. 
The downside is that the weather is not al-ways 
good to shoot latex outside, especially in Belgium. 
In the studio the light can be much better regula- 
ted than outside. That's why we also shoot indo- 
ors from time to time. 





What did you study? 

I've studied Organisatie assistentie (organizatio- 
nal assistance). Which is a very compre-hensive 
study with many practical subjects. | have among 
other things, learned to cook well and learned flo- 
wer arranging. I've not been to college because I 
wanted to work and safe money. 


When did you decide to work in the fashion in- 
dustry? 

1 never really thought about going to work in the 
fashion industry. I'm routed because | love latex. 


Why do you like the model/fashion world? 

| like modeling and | like to stand in the spotlights 
but | only like the latex fashion world. It's some- 
thing different than just normal fashion. Normal is 
boring in my opinion. | like the fashion shows in 
latex and the fotoshoots of course. 


How do you feel inside a Latex suit (or another 
material) and wearing 16 cm high heels? 

When | wear latex I feel sexy and confident. It's an 
amazing feeling when my body is totally covered 
with latex. It feels like a second skin. I also like the 
smell of latex. Its such a unique material. When I 
wear a tight latex outfit and a hood | become a dif- 


ferent person. It's like stepping into another world. 
1 become the crazy but sweet rubberdoll who is 
not shy and who like to stand in the spotlights. I 
also have a passion for crazy shoes with very high 
heels. It goes perfect with the latex outfits and give. 
me a good feeling. 


What do you think about Latex outfits? 

I think latex is the best and most sexy material in 
the world. A women wearing latex is much more 
attractive than a naked women in my opinion. I re- 
ally hope that latex clothes become more accep- 
ted within a few years. That's why | also wear latex 
in my daily life when I go out for dinner, shopping, 
to the carwash, to the hairdresser,.. | try to make 
it more accepted by wearing it in daily life. People 
sometimes ask me what I wear or how it feels and 
1 explain it to them. | never had bad reactions from 
other people. 








Is it easy to stand out in this world or everything 
is already invented? 

I think it's quite easy for me to stand out in this 
world because I have my own style and | like to 
wear latex because | actually love it, not only for 
photoshoots or fashion shows, but also in daily 
life, Most of my fans like my "daily life in latex" pic- 
tures more than my professional photoshoots. | 
think a lot of alternative models are wearing latex 
for shows or photoshoots but not because they 
have a passion and feeling with the material. In 
that way I'm different. 





What do you prefer: a normal photoshoot or some- 
thing more alternative? Why? 

Actually | prefer a normal photoshoot in a normal 
setting but with a latex outfit. | like to mix latex 
with a normal setting as if it is normal to wear 
latex clothes in public places. But the more alter- 
native shootings are also cool! As long as there is 
latex involved I'm happy. 


Do you do any performances or another artistic. 
work? 

1 can do fire spitting. | would like to do a photos- 
hoot or videoshoot with fire spitting in a latex out- 
fit. I think I really have to organize this fire shoot 
in the future. I'm also trained as a make-up artist 
so | can do my own make-up and styling and so- 
metimes | do the make-up for other models. 


Is the fashion industry cruel with the alternative 
models? 

Sometimes yes. They don't like piercings or stri- 
king hairstyles. You have to meet many require- 
ments. But actually I don't care. | just do what | like 
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to do and | don't care what they think about me. 


Which photographer would you like to work with 
and why? 

1 would love to work with Peter Czernich some 
day. I love his work and his pictures are amazing! 
Another great photographer is Matthias Wallmeier 
(EigenART fotographie). | worked with him once 
but would love to do more shoots with him. | like 
his style! 


Do you think the use of Photoshop has distorted 
reality? 

Yes, unfortunately I think that's true. Photoshop 
is good to adjust the light and colors of a picture 
and maybe to hide some small bumps. But | think 
you should not change the model in the picture. | 
don't want my pictures to be photoshopped. 
When people meet me in real life I'm the same 
person as the one on my pictures. l'm not a fake 
personality. 


‘Are you an exhibitionist? Do you like it? Thou- 
sands of eyes looking at you, admiring you? 

Yes | am (blush). | like it when people are wat- 
ching me on the streets when | wear latex or when 
1 go out for dinner. When I stand up in a crowded 
restaurant to go to the bathroom it's cool to see 
the reactions of the other people. The men are se- 
cretly watching while their wives are probably ha- 
ting me. Sometimes | think it's fun to shock 
people with my extreme outfits. | think it will be 
funny to go to a public pool in full heavy rubber 
outfit. Or go to a bicycles store in a catsuit with 
inflatable boobs (with one flat boob) and ask the 
guy if he can blow up my flat boob because | just. 
had an accident. That would be funny. But of 
course | also like the fashion shows where all pe- 
ople are watching me! 


What wouldn't you do even if you were paid all the 
money in the world? 
I could never hurt animals! 


Name a couple of models you admire or have as 
a reference? 

One of my favorite models is Bianca Beau- 
champs. l'm a big fan of her since I discovered the 
world of latex. She is so beautiful. | met her at 
Montreal Fetish weekend last year, and this year | 
even walked the fashion show for Patrice Catan- 
zaro at MFW together with her. That was a big 
honor for me! It was amazing! She is quite short 
but very cute! She has everything a fetish model 
need! Another model which I admire is Latex Lucy. 
She is the most beautiful rubber doll I've ever 


seen! | would love to meet her in real life some day 
or maybe do a shoot with her. But there are so 
many other great models like Starfucked, Psylock, 
Mimi Cherry, Dutch dame, Lara Larsen, Honeyhair, 
Markissa Moore, Sister Sinister, kay Morgan, 
Suzan Wayland and many more! 


What is your definition of beauty? 

My definition of beauty is at least not super 
skinny! | think a women with curves is much more 
beautiful and sexy than a very skinny women! Es- 
pecially in latex it's better to have a little bit cur- 
ves. But all women are beautiful in their own way. 





How important is your family? 
My family is very important for me. They know 
every about me. | like the cozy family moments 
with Christmas. 


If you could, what historical period would you 
choose to live in? 

The age of discovery in the early modern period 
because i'm very adventurous and | like to disco- 
ver new places and new things. 


How do you see the fetish world today? 

I think most people today don't know very much 
about the fetish scene. It would be nice if more 
people get to know the fetish world. We can teach 
them and tell them more about it so they will un- 
derstand it and maybe they try it themselves. The 
only bad thing about most fetish party's is that 
the most party's are more swingers party's. When 
1 go to a fetish party | would like to see nice people 
dressed up in beautiful fetish outfits but not al- 
most naked. Sometimes the big fetish party's 
looks more like a sex party instead of a fetish 
party. 


Tell us about your projects for the future? 
At this moment I don't really have big plans for 
projects in the future. I just like to do more fashion 
shows for great latex designers and traveling 
around the world to attend the amazing fetish 
events. | would like to attend the Fetish factory in 
Florida and Kink in the Caribbean. Montreal Fetish 
Weekend and fetish Evolution Weekend is some- 
thing I will do every year.

IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO UNDERSTAND THE EVO 
LUTION OF HUMANITY ITSELF, REGARDLESS

TRUE UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 
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How would you describe yourself? 
On one hand, a child living inside an adult, fighting 
to keep the fantasy, creativity, imagination, curio- 
sity, disobedience... All those things we bring at 
birth. On the other hand, an adult carrying a child 
inside. Freethinker and quite a bit disruptive. 


Why a photographer? 

| started my career in the film industry. But pho- 
tography hooked me much before that day. I have 
a very vivid memory of my first pictures. | guess 
that photography found me, not the other way 
around, 


Is the world ready for your photos? 
That | do not know. Perhaps it is the opposite: it's 
me and my photos that do not have sense or rea- 
son to be in the “mainstream” standards of the 
world we live in. 


Anyhow, | really don't care. First time | think about 
it, here to answer this question. 


What did you study? 
Information and Communication Sciences at 
Complutense University in Madrid. But the point 
itis not what did. The point is that | am still lear- 
ning, and hopefully, as long as possible. Because 
the day | stop to learn, that day I'm done. 


What is your favourite theme, PinUp, Latex, Te- 
a 

| would like to work all themes, | would like to mix, 
to do something new, and hopefully, to be inspired 
when I do it. I would like to be an unclassifiable 
artist, To give a reference: If | were filmmaker, | 
would like to be Tarantino. 


Do you believe photography is underestimated 
and considered a minor art? 

On the contrary! It is impossible to understand the 
evolution of humanity itself, regardless the mea- 
ning and importance of the "image" in all its 
forms. Images are the true universal language. 
Since prehistoric caves of Altamira to the present 
cinema (do not forget that movies are pictures at 
the rate of 24 fps). 


Furthermore, there are pictures that have marked 
the history of generations, pictures that changed 
countries, pictures that changed the world... And 
that story goes on and on, every day. 


Was it difficult for you gaining the confidence of 
models? 
When “mistrust” is the starting point, I'd rather 


leave it away politely. | have my portfolio and my 
style. Some models want to work with me, some 
others don't want. That's all. Beyond my portfolio, 
1 don't do anything to “gain the confidence" of an- 
yone. | would like to add that this question should 
not be only to photographers. Models must be as 
reliable as the photographer, as well as the rest of 
the team. 








What do you prefer: taking many photographs or 
just a few during a session but spend more time 
on each one? 

None and both. What I prefer is: take many pictu- 
res, different sets, in long sessions, as much as 
possible. I guess it was Picasso who said that 
"inspiration comes after 8 hours of work”. It is 
hard work, I know, but that same thing that Don 
Pablo said, it happens to me too. 


What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 

We are all different. | only have admiration for 
other photographers. But in all sincerity: If | see 
any difference, itis because they do it better than 
me. 


What is your definition of beauty? 

LOL! Difficult question. For centuries, nobody has 
been able to define "beauty". But to give an ans- 
wer. "Beauty is in the eyes of the viewer" 

1 can see beauty where many others feel ugly. So, 
rather than “define beauty,” | am more interested 
in time evolution of "standards" of "beautiful". 
Example: in the 90's, that could be Pamela Ander- 
son on the beach. In 2016, perhaps the equivalent 
might be something as different as "suicide girls". 
Interesting topic for next time! 





What is more important today. mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

1 very rarely use Photoshop in my pictures. In my 
typical post-processing workflow, | only use RAW 
develop tools software. That said: Software is a 
tool. Camera is another tool. Anyone can manage 
a software or camera by reading instructions. 
But making pictures is something else, quite be- 
yond that. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 
Nikon D7000. But these days | am experiencing a 
new Canon SX60. It is fully different by concept, 
it has pros and cons. What | like most are the len- 
ses, and how fast you can take pictures. But as | 
said before: just my learning attitude. 


In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
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Having a camera does not make anyone be a pho- 
tographer. But neither can deny the reality: every- 
body carries in his pocket a camera, in a quality 
that nobody could foresee just a few years ago. 
Therefore, we must assume that a profound 
change has happened. But in my opinion, the ans- 
weris as simple as complicated: point out the dif- 
ference between "taking pictures" and "be a 
photographer". 


How important are wardrobe and make-up in the 
final result? 

Make-up, wardrobe, as well as other “atrezzo” 
items, are just tools at service of the idea you 
want to do. So, depending on each shooting con- 
cept, there may be essential, or needless. 


Is there any person you specially would love to 
have in front of your camera? 

Yes, of course. There was a fetish model, Eve Ellis, 
which | recently contacted. Unluckily, she told me 
she was retired... But now in Spain we have exce- 
llent models, like Amarna Miller, among some 
others. 


‘And anyone you would not like to take portraits of 
atall? 

1 think so, but for that kind of stuff | have very bad 
memory and could not name anyone in particu- 
lar. 


B/W or full color pictures? Why? 

There is no such difference. All colors are just 
light. Either absorbed (black) or reflected (white), 
with a huge palette of "full colors” in between. 
That said, each session has its own light. It is im- 
possible to imagine "Casablanca" or "Schindler's 
List" in color, as imagine "Amélie" or "Charlie and 
the Chocolate Factory" in black and white. 


Your Fetish photographer and Why? 
Since | can not mention all, will name those who 
were inspirational: John Tisbury for his talent to 
turn a bare naked into a fetish picture, in a mini- 
malist way. 

Kai Warszus (AKA Calvato) because his outdoor 
pictures has been for me more than inspiration, 
motivation. At a personal level, | can't forget Por- 
firio Teran, "Niño Araña”. Incredible Rigger, pho- 
tographer and person, and also my first Shibari. 








How do you prepare your sessions? 

In fact, | think preparation is very important. So, I 
take as much time as possible to do it so. Perhaps 
because | come from film industry, or because | 
am interested in expressive photography, or both 





reasons, | always try to work with the model be- 
fore the shooting. Because at some point, | will 
ask the model to be immersed in the scene and 
become to be a sort of “actress”. 


Then there is another type of preparation, at pro- 
duction level, which it is also essential, and | am 
well aware since my film experience, but as pho- 
tographer, I'm not there yet. 


Have you ever run out of inspiration during a pho- 
toshoot? 

'd be lying if | said "no, never”. But in truth, most 
often itis just the opposite: increasing inspiration 
during the shooting, and run out of time or light to 
make all previous ideas, or those that have emer- 
ged during the shooting 


Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 

Usually, | don't like to share photos on Facebook 
or similar sites. But to respond: Yes, many pictu- 
res | keep for me or just for the model sometimes. 


Can feelings be portrayed? 
What is the purpose of the portrait if it is not the 
capture of feelings? 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 

When once ending the shooting, I have to transfer 
all photos to the catalog, delete useless pictures, 
add tags, add metadata, sort them into folders... 
The most tedious of all! 





Have you ever dreamt something and when wa- 
king up thought: "1 have to express it through a 
picture"? 

Not exactly, but indeed I found moments with 
such huge “reading levels", that I had to picture it. 
On example, in a recent trip to India, this happe- 
ned to me so many times that actually ended in a 
mini-set only for those photos. 





Future projects? 

Right now, I'm in Mexico D.F, planning to move 
here for a long period. There is enormous talent 
and creativity where artists have to inventing 
ways to tackle how to show their work without 
being them banned. 


Also very aware of what's happening in all others 
"Americas" that don't speak English (as mother 
tongue). For the same reasons.

! have studied in an art academy in Belgium 
1990, My last completed degree was an art his- 
tory license at the faculty of Lille, my city (1996) 
On my professional life, have studied to become 
a shoe designer (woman and sport) and an info- 
graphist.

What is your favourite theme, PinUp, Latex, Te- 
rror. 

1' don't really have a favorite one but I think Ihave 
a natural attraction to latex because of lights and 
reflects, because of the curves on the women mo- 
dels or the shape of the men's models. 

As I wrote on the beginning of this interview, I' m 
totally fan of comics and especially the Marvel's 





one. Perhaps it could explain. I grew up with hot 
costumes of the X-men, the perfect fitted cos- 
tume of catwoman or spider man. 

Sci-Fi is an important source of inspiration too. 
arf! seems I'm a geek no? 


Do you believe photography is underestimated 
and considered a minor art? 

No I don't think so. 

Photography is everywhere. On your screen, on 
the street, on products, this is the painting of our 
modern century. 

I think that everybody have already watch a Dois- 
neau, a Capa or a Cartier-Bression's picture, even 
if they can't tell us their names. 


Was it difficult for you gaining the confidence of 
models? 

No, I'm cash and all is always explain before. 

I never published something if the model or the 
photographer's partner is not agreeing. | can't re- 
member have trouble with a model. 

Sometimes, models asked me to keep the artwork 
in my wallet because they don't like the result. It's 
ok for me; I respect this point of view. 


What do you prefer: taking many photographs or 
just a few during a session but spend more time 
on each one? 

Honestly? Taking many photographs, because I'm 
not sure of me. | often hope | will be lucky with a 
particular that will be THE pictures of the session, 


What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 

Hard question. Maybe my imagination or my dif- 
ferent points of view ? 

l' m a mix between academicals view and a self 
made view. I'm always trying to bring closer these 
parts of me and sometimes it's very difficult, ar- 
guing with myself. 


What is your definition of beauty? 
A woman dressed in latex with high heels. 

I'm not original, know but really that's my vision 
of beauty. 


Beautiful curves, gorgeous eyes, pouty lips and 
long hair in a special area serving the model ! 
Adjust the light, and let the picture tell you a story. 


What is more important today: mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

| think that both are very important. 

You can't separate Charybde or Scylla ! Batman 
and Robin ! 
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What equipment do you use? Why? 
Photoshop CC, illustrator CC... Because | use 
them in my daily work. And for picture a CANON 
650D (with some different camera lens). 





I'm not a professional so | use what I have in my 
cabinet. Perhaps a day I will be able to use a 7D- 
Mark, but for now this would be like carrying on 
throwing money down the drain. 


In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
Yes, for family picture. | don't denigrate, but to 
have something very interesting, beautiful or spe- 
cial, you must have study, learn or have a good 
experience and year of practical 





On the other hand, if your goal is just to report a 
moment with a picture or share something, why 
not! And for this your phone is perfect. 


How important are wardrobe and make-up in the 
final result? 

Very, very important ! Especially for the wardrobe. 
it could change everything. Imagine you have a 
model with a beautiful sexy Victorian latex dress 
and the décor outside is an old 90's factory. 

Not sure that all are matching no? of course it 
could be a specific game, a specific desire of the 
artist but. usually, it's more interesting to match 
the wardrobe with the scene. 

Make-up is important too. You could manage 
some Photoshop tips, but it is more realistic, more 
easier if the make up is already done (and espe- 
cially by a professional makeup artist) 


Is there any person you specially would love to 
have in front of your camera? 

Many, many people, it's impossible to resume. 
here are a few names, just to have an idea. 

My friend, Jewell Marceau (with my camera), 
Bianca Beauchamps (with my camera), Miss Ve- 
lours (with my camera), Lady Asmondena (in pro- 
gress), Kim from ClubRub (with my camera), 
Angelina jolie (just a dream > latex model !), Mo- 
nica bellucci (have you already seen Matrix), 
Scarlett johansson( just a dream > latex model !) 
And a lot of unknown friends ( already in pro- 
gress) 





And anyone you would not like to take portraits of 
at all? 

1 don't have a name in mind, but | know I'm com- 
pletely allergic of nazi symbols or related with 
same uniforms but with a different logo. 


B/W or full color pictures? Why? 


Both. It's depend of my feeling, can't explain why. 


Your Fetish photographer and Why? 
Peter Czernich, Phoebus kalista, Benzophoto, 
Please, just look at what they do and you will have 
the answer to why. I really appreciate the work of 
Nath sakura too. 


How do you prepare your sessions? 

As my feelings are. | ask models if they have wis- 
hes but we often work on the moment. Someti- 
mes with an event, a reaction on actuality. 
‘Sometimes just because I'm inspired by some- 
thing I have in mind or something | see on the 
street or in a magazine. | don't think | can make a 
rule in preparing a session. 


Have you ever run out of inspiration during a pho- 
toshoot? 

No I don't think. Sometimes it's not easy on the 
beginning of the session, but in this case, just 
stops. Have a coffee, talk with someone, and 
make something different. It helps to erase you 
thoughts and reveal new ones. 


Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 

1 share all my artworks except if models said | 
can't. For example | have artworks of Mistress T | 
keep in my computer because she sells them. 


Can feelings be portrayed? 
Yes | think we can. It's not easy but it's possible. 
You can help with accessories or asking the 
model to get the correct face or move. 
Sadness will be easy, melancholy not. 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 
Finding time to match schedule... As it's not my 
principal activity, sometimes it's very hard. 
Especially since in collaborate with another pho- 
tographer. For example, | have a project with an 
unknown model and it's been two months that we 
are seeking together. 


Have you ever dreamt something and when wa- 
king up thought: "I have to express it through a 
picture"? 

Yes indeed! Sometimes you wake up with this fe- 
eling of “I have to do this" 


It becomes an obsession, and you don't have time 
for another stuffs. The problem is often that these 
stuffs are already a priority and you have to ima- 
gine how you can postpone. Actually, I'm on a 
clown obsession! 
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Future projects? 
1 'm collaborates with a Dutch writer for a book 
cover and | have to engage process with lady As- 
mondena. 

And don't ask why but I have desire of a clown 
artwork no.. It's not in relation with Halloween). I 
Just want a latex clown with strange face.

What would be your recommendation to someone 
who wants to buy their first Corset? 

First, make sure you know what your correct me- 
asurements are. When you order a Corset you're 
ordering the size based on what you want to cinch 
to, which should be about 6 inches less than your 
waist. For a beginner, you can start out cinching 
to 3 inches and work your up to 6. You need to 
know if you want a fashion corset, for wearing out 
ora waist training corset, to actually wear on a re- 
gular basis and waist train. If you've never wom 
acorset before I'd recommend an Underbust. You 
may not get the desired cleavage you would get 
with an Overbust, but you can always pair with a 
push up bra for an outfit. You want to make sure 
an Overbust is the correct size so you're not pop- 
ping out of or swimming in it 


For instance on my Etsy page you'll see my Quil- 
ted PVC Underbust Corset with Over the Hip style 
and raised back which hides over-spill at the top 
and bottom. This has a cupping shape with a zip- 
per front and poly/cotton lining. This Super Curvy 
design is perfect and comfy making it a great 
waist trainer. This is also a great substitute for 
any plain trainers you may have since you can 
wear it out in style while still training. Visually it 
looks amazing. 


Do you think fashion and real life can mix? 
Of course, Fashion is part of our lives every day, 
whether you're conscious of it or not. Even if you. 
view clothing as just functional and not Fashion 
you're still choosing what you wear. When you're 
young you get dressed up as Princesses and Su- 
perheroes, when you grow up you develop your 
‘own style and experiment and when we leave this 
world, you're dressed up one final time - it's the 
only thing you take with you to the grave. Not your 
money or your car but what you wear.
